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1. The indicated allowability of claims 13, 25, 26 and 3 1 is withdrawn in view of further 
review and consideration of the prior art. Rejections based on the prior art follow. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 13, 25, 26 and 3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Larson ('388). 

Larson discloses a display apparatus comprising a display panel (101) which inherently 
includes a light modulating layer, a light cavity (102,103,104) and a diffusely reflecting polarizer 
(109). Note Fig, 4, and the associated description thereof. 

4. In view of the papers filed 6/19/02, it has been found that this nonprovisional application, 
as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the inventorship, and 
accordingly, this application has been corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(a). The 
inventorship of this application has been changed by the addition of John A. Wheatley. 

5. In view of the papers filed 6/19/02, the inventorship of this nonprovisional application has 
been changed by the deletion of SanfordCobb, Jr., Susan L. K6nt, Timothy J. Nevitt, Andrew J.
